THE KIVERDALE. 


Searching in the Wreck for Victims 
ofthe Explosion. 


New York, Aug. 29.—Crowds of cu- 
riosity seekers gathered to-day on the 
wharf in fron of the spot where the 
steamer Riverdale sank yesterday and 


‘watched the boats plying around the 
_ wreck, picking up whatever floated. No 


bodies have been found since yes- 
terday. And the belief is strengthen- 
ing that there are now in the wreck 
only two orthree. The list of missing 
is being gradually thinned out. Those 
supposed to have gone on the steam- 
er, or who were really passengers, are 
heard from as safe in the city or 
at their homes up the river. The 
wreck will be taken to Jersey Flats, 
when a search can’ be made for 
more bodies, if any there are. Rev. 
Howell Gardner is seriously scalded, but 
may recover. 


THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Ten - Thousand Cuabie 
Yards a Day. | 

“San Francisco, Aug. 29.—Word has 
been received in this city that the work 
of dredging the Panama Canal is pro. 
gressing at the rate of ten thousand 
cubic yards a day. This is the work of 


one dredger. In six weeks, another 
dredger wili be at work, and in nine 
~weéks still another. ‘The line of the 
canal has been sounded for two-thirds 
oi the distance from Aspinwall and it is 


_found that the entire length can be 


dredged. No blasting will be necessary. 
This fact is looked upon as of greatest 
importance. It will facilitate work im- 


- mensely and enable the canal to be com- 


pleted so much sooner.

‘Paris Paragraphs, 

Paris, Aug. 29.—Admiral Peyron, 

Minister of the Marine, has received a 


‘dispatch from the Governor of Cochin 


China, announcing that W. Champeaux 
had arrived at Saigon bearing a treaty 
of peace between France and Annam, 
which was sigued at Hue on the 25th 
inst. 

The Hague steamer Iliad left Ham- 
merfest last week to seek for the mis- 
sing Arctic exploring vessel Verna. 
Sixty-nine thousand six hundred 
guilders were subscribed here to aid 
the search. The government granted 
30,000 guilders. The Verna was last 
seen in the autum of 1882.

THE SEA, 


The the Red Sea 
and the River Jordan. 


A Colossal Canal Scheme to Connect Them—One 
of the Most Important P: ojects 

the Century. 


London Daily News. 
_The proposal to make a canal con- 


necting the Mediterranean and Red sea 
by means of the the River Jordan and 
the Dead sea is a very bold one, and 
should it be carried out will produce 
some very striking results. The Duke 
of Sutherland is at the head of those 
interested in the scheme. This pro- 
posal is in some respects a rival plan 
to the Suez Canal, and if carried out 
would seriously; affect the monopoly 
claimed by M. de Lesseps for his com- 


pany. Measured roughly on ordinary 
maps the canal would be about 230 
miles in length, while the Suez Canal 
is only 100 miles. The latter has thus 
a great advantage in the matter of 
distance, but a reduction in the toll 
would attract a good deal of the traffic 
to the longer route, and the exclusive 
monopoly of the Suez line would cease 
to exist. Thus far the English mer- 
cantile community will be interested 
in the scheme, which we now propose 
to give some details:of. Biblical stu- 
dents will be also deeply interested on 
account of the ground to be trav- 
ersed, and from the great changes 


necessitate. 

The new water-way is proposed to 
begin at Halfa, in the bay of Acre, 
just under the shadow of Mount Car- 
mel. From that point a large fertile 
wadi or valley les to the southeast, 
through which flows a stream called 
Nahr-el-Mukutta. After passing the 


Nahr Jalua, and thus reacheethe Jor- 
dan valley. Folluwing this it passes 
the Dead sea and along the Wadi Ara- 
bah to Akabah, at the end of the gulf 
of Akabah, the eastern fork of the 
northern extremity of the Red sea, the 
gulf of Suez being the western fork. 
This line is very nearly the same as 
part of Lawrence Oliphant’s railway 


nection with the idea of colonizing the 
land of Gilead. : 

It has to be remembered in consid- 
ering his route, that the Dead sea is 
1292 fcet below the level of the Medi- 
terranean and the Red sea. This re- 
markable condition of the geography 
of this part of the world. is explained 
by men of science in a very simple 
way. At some former period of the 
earth’s history it is supposed that the 
Gulf of Akabah extended north to the 
Dead.sea and up the Jordan valley as 
far east as the sea of Galilee, which is 
between 500 and 600 feet below the 
level of the Mediterranean. On reali- 
zing the great depth of the Dead sea, 
the first thought that will cross the 
mind is the number of locks the canal 
will require to let ships down 1292 


raise them up to the level of the Red 
sea at Akabah. The expense of sucha 
series of locks would be great, but the 
loss of-time by ships passing through 
them would be still greater. It is to 
void this that a gigantic scheme has 
es suggested, and which is no less 
than to restore the old connection he- 
tween the Red sea and the Dead sea and 
Jordan valley again to its old level. 
The practicability of this idea depends 
upon the levels somewhere about 
Petra, the celebrated rock-cut city, and 
it may be assumed that if the waters 
of the gulf of Akabah flowed at one 
time into the Dead sea, the levels at 
the old points of connection cannot be 
very much changed in our day. 

The magnitude of what is here 
thought of ‘accomplishing is something 
stupendous. The. Dead Seais about 
forty-six miles long, and it is meant 
that a depth of 1292 feet of water 
is to be placed over its present sur- 
face. Letany one stand under St. 
Paul’s dome, and, looking to its 
pinnacle, think of three times that 
height, and they may then feel 
perhaps something in their inner 
consciousness as they realize the 
mass of waters which all this 
implies. Some parts of the Dead 
Sea give soundings of.a depth 
nearly equal to this, and in one 
place it is over 1300 feet. Lucki- 
ly most of its sides are steep, sO 
that the proposed flooding will not 
extend fur; but in the Jordan val- 
ley the result will be startling. In 
the very perfect map of Western 
Palestine, published by the Puale.- 
tine exploration fund, and which 
represents the labors of Colonel War- 


officers of royal engineers, the level 
of the Mediterranean is carefully 
marked along the western side of 
the Jordan, and the exact amount 
of land to be covered can be seen 
there at a glance. In the southern 
part of the valley the water will 
cover six or seven miles on _ the 
west side. The eastern side is not 
represented; so its extent there can- 
not at present be given. There are a 
number of valleys up which the water 
will extend still farther, and in one of 
them it will reach about fourteen 
miles. The compensation to the fella- 
hin for all this land will no doubt be a 
serious affair for the company if it be- 
gins the practical work of vhe canal. 
There is still another consideration of 
deep importance, for which no com- 
pensation can be had in return. A 
great pumber of important Biblical 
sites will be covered and forever -lost. 
As illustrations, the River Jordan will 
cease to exist; the sea of Galilee and 
the Dead sea will no longer be geo- 
graphical terms; Capernaum will be 
lost; Jericho will have 830 feet of salt 
water over it, and many other interest- 
ing and sacred sites will become the 
abode of fish. The Palestine explora- 
tion fund will be sure to cry out, for |° 
they have already plans to excavate. in 
many of the spots to be covered, more 
particularly round the sea of Galilee. 
Still, if “British interests” demand the 
sacrifice it will have to be made. The 
result, if carried out, will produce a 
magnificent inland sea of something 
like 200 miles in length, along which 
ships can sail without danger of shoale 
or sunken rocks. 

The cutting to produce this stbidbae: 


| ful change, as already stated, will de- 


pend upon the levels existing at the 
Akabah end, for the flooding can only 
be done from that end. This will 
have to be surveyed before a correct 
estimate can be made. Between the 
bay of Acre and the Jordan valley 
there is a water-shed to be got over, 
and which is supposed to be about 240 
feet. This will be the most serious 
part of the undertaking, so far as 
engineering difficulties relate to it. 
The flooding of the Jordan valley will 
extend up the Nahr Jahed so far west 
that the canal will require only about 
twenty-five miles to be made from 
Halfa. 

The effects likely to resuf from this 
canal might be an attractive matter of 
speculation. It would certainly tend 
to develope trade in Syria, and all the 
region as far as Damascus. The Dam- 
ascus pilgrims--and that includes all 
Turkey and Asia Minor—would in all 
be led to take this route 

y steamers direct to Yambo and 
Jiddah, for Medina and Mecca. The 
schemes for the colonization of the 
land of Gilead, in which Mr. Oliphant 
took so much interest, may find no 
land of Gilead to colonize, but bow | Bast, 
tar the waters will reach on the east- 
ern side of the Jordan our surveys as 
yet give no information.

The 
piinctpal Congressmen from 1860 to 
1880 will be fully represented in, steel 
engravings. The publisher was re- 
gretting that the great State of New 
York furnished no representative name 
worthy to be honored in this manner. 
“You forget Roscoe Conkling,” said 
Mr. Blaine quickly. ‘Mr. Conkling'’ 
put in the publisher, deprecatingly, 
“Don’t ‘but’ Mr. Conkling,”’ interrupt- 
ed Mr. Blaine, rising to his feet, and 
witha ring in his voice, ‘Roscoe Conk- 
ling is the brain of New York to-day, 
as he has been for twenty years past. 
The history of Congress would be in- 
complete without his name and ser- 
vices, and I intend as far as it lies 
with me to do his career full historical 
justice.’ Mr. Blaine’s book will be, 
adorned with a fine engraving of his 
most inveterate political enemy. I 
suppose this is only justice, but it sa- 
vors of magnar:imity. 
“Itis not generally known,” said Mr. 
Haskell, *‘that shortly after President 
Gartield’s death it was arranged that 
Mr. Blaine should write his biography. 
This was thwarted by the advice of 
some ill-disposed persons who persuad- 
ed Mrs. Garfield that a life ot her hus- 
band could not be written properly in 
less than five years after his death and 
that Mr. Blaine was not the one to un- 
dertake it successfully.

Cereal Acreage of the State. 
Secretary Edwin F. Smith, of the 
State Board of Agriculture, has col- 
lected statistics showing the cereal 
acreage of the present season for the 
State as follows: Wheat, 2,634,710 
acres; barley, 775,405; corn, 65,756; 
oats, 122,618; rye, 29,351. This is the 
actual acreage sown to grain; but does 


‘not include summer-fallow land,which 


will produce ac op next year. Secre- 
tary Smith, from information received 
of the condition of crops, estimates 
that the total wheat crop will fall 20 
per cent. short of last year, while the 
acreage has increased 15 per cent. 
while the yield per acre will be about 
an average. The acreage and condi- 
tion of the other cereal ciops are about 
the same as last year. Secretary 
Smith also has exact figures showing 
the hop acreage;as follows: Sacramen- 
tocounty, old vines, 675 acres, new 
vines, 705; Yolo county, old vines,. 66 
acres; new vines, 367; Sutter county, 
new vines, 57 acres; Mendocino coun- 
ty, new vines, 488 acres,old vines, 738.
